I have set-down here, as ] see them, factors affecting 
dues in Phil-Mont in the form of arguments to a question, 


Question: Should Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club Rafse jz%s 
dues from $6.00 per year. 

Pros-= 

A. Dues have remained stable from 1950 to 1968. iWhet 
other expense can you think of that have not gone un? 

B. We have obligated ourselves to an unsurpassed Car 
munications vehicle, Maintaining it at it’s present level 
or improving it will take additfonal funds. It shonid 
be repainted in the near future. IF we are to encourage 
Emergency Communications, the vehicle should be show? 
more, advertised and promoted, Funds will be needed for 
this, 

C, Special events are taking more expenses, They are 
more meaningful, accomplish public service, AMA Nationals 
in 1969 will require some funds. 

D. BLURB expenses have been held down to $300.00 for 

1968 only at the expense of quality. Budget for 1961 was 
$150.00 with 74 members: in 1968 it was $300.00 with 120 
members. Stamps have doubled in cost, paper and all 
supplies and repairs have increased. Occasional large 
issues have further increased costs. Directories and 


special mailings have upped mailing costs, 
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LETTER TO THE EDITOR CONT’D 

E. Club is considering purchase of newer printing equipe 
ment for 1969. No capital improvements money is available 
for this. 

F, Associate Dues should be increased to better cover 
BLURB costs. Let everybody pay their own way. 

Coneae 

A. Why raise the dues just because they have not been 
increased since 1950. That's the way the government 
thinks, 

B. The 1968 Budget allotted $375.00 for Com Vehicle 
Improvement == Why not use this same amount in 1969 for 
improved BLURB printing equipment. 

C. Are all other accounts pared to their essential! 
expenses. 

D. Don't be like the government <= Look for ways to 
save, NOT JUST NEW SOURCES OF INCOME. 

E. Look to those accounts that are not up to expected 
income for improvement =- Dues, Chow, Prize chances, 

F. Increase the number of duesepaying members, not the 
dues paid by existing members. 

G. If increases are proposed, give consheration to 
student membership at reduced rates and senior citizen
